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BOOK  REVIEW 

“NUMISMATIC  HISTORY  OF  MEXICO  FROM  THE  PRE-COLUM- 
RIAN  EPOCH  TO  1823,”  by  Alberto  Francisco  Pradeau,  B.S..  D.D.S., 
Los  Angeles,  1938.  4to.  146  pp.  XXIV  plates.  Cloth  and  paper  bound  editions. 

Several  valuable  contributions  on  the  coinage  of  Mexico,  both  in  English  and 
Spanish,  have  made  their  appearance  in  recent  years.  But  it  has  been  ever 
evident  that  an  authoritative  work  was  still  wanting  to  enrich  both  the  student 
and  collector  of  the  numismatic  history  of  Mexico. 


The  many  recognitions  which  have  followed,  both  from  the  Mexican  Gov- 
ernment and  learned  societies,  are  in  measure  a testimonial  to  Dr.  Pradeau 
for  his  excellent  contribution  to  the  numismatics  of  our  Latin-American 
neighbors. 

The  vast  numismatics  history  “ . . . from  the  time  of  the  Aztecs,  through 
the  Spanish  Colonial  period,  the  interesting  War  of  Independence,  its  nu- 
merous issues  and  counterstamps,  and  the  short-lived  Empire  of  Iturbide 
. . . ” still  leaves  many  unsolved  problems  for  future  study.  This  the  author 
acknowledges. 

The  media  of  exchange  of  the  pre-conquest  period  is  well  brought  out,  and 
excellent  reference  is  made  of  the  contemporary  writers.  The  colonial  coinage, 
with  the  establishment  of  the  Mexico  City  mint  (the  oldest  on  the  American 
Continent)  to  1821,  when  Mexico  obtained  its  independence,  is  an  interesting 
account  of  the  extensive  coinage  under  the  Spanish  kings.  The  staggering 
output  of  silver  and  coin,  which  found  a ready  market  in  the  Orient,  the  West 
Indies  and  other  countries  is  comparable  to  the  “New  Deal’s”  astronomical 
figures. 

The  revolt  of  the  parish  priest,  Don  Miguel  Hidalgo  y Castilla,  against  Spain 
is  the  beginning  of  the  numismatic  history  of  the  Mexican  War  of  Indepen- 
dence. Without  a doubt  the  most  impressive  currency  of  the  period  is  the 
coinage  of  Morelos.  The  author  is  in  full  command  of  the  subject  and  brings 
out  many  obscure  facts  heretofore  in  question. 

The  concluding  chapter  of  the  First  Mexican  Empire  is  an  interesting  but 
brief  account  of  Iturbide’s  coinage. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  the  silver  money  of  Mexico  was  legal  tender 
of  the  United  States  until  1857  and  the  work  should  be  found  of  interest  to 
the  fastidious  collector.
